Jury Rules For City In *1 Million 
Lawsuit Filed By Elba Businessman 


A federal jury deliberated only 90 
minutes Monday before returning a 
verdict in fayor of the City of Elba 
and three co-defendants in a $1 
million civil suit filed by an Elba 
businessman who claimed an Elba 
policeman used excessive force when 
irresting him on August 17, 1984. 

The suit, filed by John Frank 
Phillips Sr., owner of Customized 
Cleaners, was heard in federal court 
in Dothan, by United States District 
Judge Myron Thompson. 

Phillips, who used crutches to 
walk to the witness stand, stated 
Elba policeman Jim Snyder entered 
his business on August 17, 1984, and 
making insulting racial 

Phillips said he gave 


started 
remarks 


Snyder his gun when asked to do so, 
but said Snyder then hit him with 
something and got on top of him and 
hit him in the back 


Phillips added that the policeman 
had his gun cocked and aimed at his 
head, and he told Snyder he was hurt 
and couldn't get up. He stated that 
Snyder intentionally beat him up. 

Snyder took the stand and had a 
different recollection of the incident 

He stated he went to investigate 
a complaint by a truck driver for the 
Pea River Timber Company, which is 
located next door to Phillips’ 
cleaning business. The driver 
reported he parked his truck at the 
timber company office to go inside 
and when he came out a man from 
Customized Cleaners waved.a pistol 
at him, 

Upon entering the business, 
Snyder said two elderly black men 
started speaking at him very loudly 
and when he asked about the pistol 
both men said they had a gun, After 
one man left, Snyder said he asked 


Phillips to show him the gun, but 
Phillips refused 

Snyder stated Phillips pulled the 
pistol out of his pants pocket for an 


instant, but put it back, and the 
policeman said he didn’t know 
whether or not the gun was real 


After Phillips allegedly refused 
again to surrender the gun, Snyder 
said he attempted to handcuff the 
man, but said Phillips resisted 

The policeman Phillips 
apparently slipped and fell during 
the struggle and was injured 

Snyder said he pulled his pistol 
when he saw Phillips’ gun was out, 
and did so because he felt his own

Under Alabama law, suspects 14 
and over can be certified to stand 
trial as adults, based on the severity 
of the offense, emotional and 
physical maturity of the juvenile, 
best interest of the public, and prior 
delinquent record 

If the two youths had retained 
juvenile status and had been 
convicted of the shooting death, the 
maximum penalty would have been 
fines not to exceed $250 and 
confinement in a diversion center 
until they reached the age of 21. As 
adults, the maximum punishment is 
life without parole, or death 

The two teenagers confessed to 
killing James Edward Nelson of 
Glenwood, and told authorities they 
were hired by Easton Darris Mullis 
Ir., to kill Nelson for $10,000 

Mullis, age 43, surrendered to 
Chambers County officials on Sept 
10 and also faces a capital murder 
charge 

All three were bound over to the 
Sept. 30 Elba Grand and are 
being held at the Coffee County Jail

Jury Rules For City In *1 Million 
Lawsuit Filed By Elba Businessman 


A federal jury deliberated only 90 
minutes Monday before returning a 
verdict in fayor of the City of Elba 
and three co-defendants in a $1 
million civil suit filed by an Elba 
businessman who claimed an Elba 
policeman used excessive force when 
arresting him on August 17, 1984, 

The suit, filed by John Frank 
Phillips Sr., owner of Customized 
Cleaners, was heard in federal court 
in Dothan, by United States District 
Judge Myron Thompson. 

Phillips, who used crutches to 
walk (o the witness stand, stated 
Elba policeman Jim Snyder entered 
his business on August 17, 1984, and 
started making insulting racial 
remarks Phillips said he gave 
Snyder his gun when asked to do so, 
but said Snyder then hit him with 
something and got on top of him and 
hit him in the back 


Phillips added that the policeman 
had his gun cocked and aimed at his 
head, and he told Snyder he was hurt 
and couldn't get up. He stated that 
Snyder intentionally beat him up 

Snyder took the stand and had a 
different recollection of the incident 

He stated he went to investigate 
a complaint by a truck driver for the 
Pea River Timber Company, which is 
located next. door to Phillips’ 
cleaning business The driver 
reported he parked his truck at the 
timber company office to go inside 
and when he came out a man from 
Customized Cleaners waved.a pistol 
at him, 

Upon entering the business, 
Snyder said two elderly black men 
started speaking at him very loudly 
and when he asked about the pistol 
both men said they had a gun, After 
one man left, Snyder said he asked 


Phillips to show him the gun, but 
Phillips refused 

Snyder stated Phillips pulled the 
pistol out of his pants pocket for an 
instant, but back, and the 
policeman didn't

Jury Rules For City In *1 Million 
Lawsuit Filed By Elba Businessman 


A federal jury deliberated only 90 
minutes Monday before returning a 
verdict in fayor of the City of Elba 
and three co-defendants in a $1 
million civil suit filed by an Elba 
businessman who claimed an Elba 
policeman used excessive force when 
arresting him on August 17, 1984, 

The suit, filed by John Frank 
Phillips Sr., owner of Customized 
Cleaners, was heard in federal court 
in Dothan, by United States District 
Judge Myron Thompson. 

Phillips, who used crutches to 
walk (o the witness stand, stated 
Elba policeman Jim Snyder entered 
his business on August 17, 1984, and 
started making insulting racial 
remarks Phillips said he gave 
Snyder his gun when asked to do so, 
but said Snyder then hit him with 
something and got on top of him and 
hit him in the back 


Phillips added that the policeman 
had his gun cocked and aimed at his 
head, and he told Snyder he was hurt 
and couldn't get up. He stated that 
Snyder intentionally beat him up 

Snyder took the stand and had a 
different recollection of the incident 

He stated he went to investigate 
a complaint by a truck driver for the 
Pea River Timber Company, which is 
located next. door to Phillips’ 
cleaning business The driver 
reported he parked his truck at the 
timber company office to go inside 
and when he came out a man from 
Customized Cleaners waved.a pistol 
at him, 

Upon entering the business, 
Snyder said two elderly black men 
started speaking at him very loudly 
and when he asked about the pistol 
both men said they had a gun, After 
one man left, Snyder said he asked 


Phillips to show him the gun, but 
Phillips refused 

Snyder stated Phillips pulled the 
pistol out of his pants pocket for an 
instant, but back, and the 
policeman didn't

PSAT/NMSQT Test 


To Be Given Oct. 2 


This fall the nearly 1.5 million 
students across the United States 
who take the Preliminary Scholastic 
Aptitude Test/ National Merit 
Scholarship Qualifying Test 
(PSAT/NMSQT) will have a special 
opportunity to familiarize them- 
selves with the testing format also 
used on the Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT). 

On the PSAT/NMSOQT, the 30 
students taking the test at Elba High 
School on October 22, 1985, at 8 
a.m., can ‘‘preview’’ the exam 
process for the SAT the pre- 
requisite for many college-bound 
students, said Waylon Sharpless of 
the school guidance staff. 

Since 1959, about 30 million high 
school students have taken the test, 
which measures verbal and 
mathematical abilities. : 

This year the PSAT/NMSQT will 
be offered Saturday, October 19, or 
Tuesday, October 22, at almost 
20,000 high schools nationwide. 

Through this test, students are 
selected for the National Merit 
Scholarship Qualifying Program, 
which enables talented students to 
compete for scholarships, and 
Hispanic students are considered for 
the National Hispanic Scholar 
Awards Program, funded through a 
$2.1 million grant from the Andrew 
W. Mellon Foundation. In addition, 
students can use the test as a guide 
to see how they ranked nationally 
among other students. 

As preparation for the 100- 
minute, two-part test, students 
receive a Student Bulletin containing 
a complete sample test with an 
answer key and scoring instructions, 

After taking the actual test, 
students will receive a booklet, 
About Your PSAT/NMSOT Scores, a 
descriptive explanation of test 
results. Students will also be able to 
compare their individual answers 
with the correct answers by 
consulting the Report of Student 
Answers, another valuable guide

Saturday Morning Auto Accident Near Troy 


Claims Lives Of Two Young Men 


4 young Elba man and a former 
Elba resident, back in town to take 
part in a weekend wedding, were 
killed instantly in a one-vehicle 
accident that occurred Saturday 
morning, September 28, on Highway 
87, approximately 7‘ miles south of 
Troy 

The victims were identified as 
James Kenneth Morris, age 21, of 
Elba, and William Craig Allen, age 
21, of 41attiesburg, Mississippi. 

According to Alabama _ State 
Trooper W.J. Phelps, the accident 
occurred at approximately 3 a.m. 
when a 1969 Chevrolet El Camino, 


driven by Morris, failed to negotiate 
a curve on Highway 87, left the 
roadway, became airborne for 30 feet 
and hit an embankment approxi- 
mately six feet off the ground, The 
vehicle, which Phelps estimated to 
be traveling at a speed of 100 miles 
per hour, stuck into the side of the 
embankment and the force of the 
impact totally destroyed the vehicle, 
pinning the bodies of the victims in 
the twisted wreckage. 


The accident was discovered by 
J.C. Senn and was reported to the 
Troy Police Dept. at 6:20 a.m.

Pike County coroner Jerry 
Williams pronounced both men dead 
at the scene, and it took rescue 
workers three hours to remove the 
bodies from the vehicle, using Jaws 
of Life and other heavy tools. 


Trooper Phelps, who stated there 
was no evidence the car attempted to 
make the curve, said _the 
approximate time of the accident was 
based on interviews with nearby 
residents, who reported they were 
awakened by a loud noise at 
approximately 3 a.m. but then heard 
no other sounds.

amount. The fund’s biggest sources 
of income are from advalorem tax 
($530,000), probate fees ($108,450), 
TVA ($98,000), and tax assessor’s 
and collector's fees ($95,000). The 
largest expenditures listed included 
the commission ($299,023), probate 
office ($242,032), revenue 
commissioner’s office ($221,072), 
landfill ($83,067), and courthouse 
($70,700). 

Expenditures for the Revenue 
Sharing Fund include allocations for 
the sheriff's department ($295,906) 
and the county jail ($146,316), for a 
total of $442,222. 

The gasoline fund _ totals 
$1,847,022, with the primary source 


of income being $775,000 from the 
State of Alabama The expendi- 
tures, which include all highway 
department costs, are headed by 
contract services ($511,000), salaries 
($410,000), road building ($259,850), 
equipment ($131,000), gas and oil 
($105,000) and debt payment 
($100,000). 

The Public Highway and Traffic 
Fund, which totals $143,982, is 
earmarked for the engineering 
department, with the primary 
expense being salaries ($105,000). 

The Road and Bridge Fund, 
which is financed primarily by 
advalorem tax, totals $270,058, with 
expenses listed being dominated by 
a transfer to the general fund 
($182,520) and $63,616 placed in 
reserve for contingency. 


The 3R Gasoline Fund, which is 
financed primarily by the State of 
Alabama, totals $431,000, and has as 
a major source of income a refund to 
the gasoline fund ($421,000). 

The Secondary Road Fund, which 
totals $290,000, exists solely as a 
transfer to the Gasoline Fund. 


The $5 million budget includes 
$1,330,529 for various salaries, and 
appropriations to Soil Conservation 
Service ($19,000), Forestry Service 
($17,120), Youth Services ($12,500), 


Health Dept. ($20,000), Mental 
Health Board ($11,500), Vivian B. 
Adams School ($1,000), Animal 


Shelter ($1,000), Human Resource 
and Development Commission 
($2,000), Library ($10,681) and 
Extension Service ($36,000).

Foster Homes Are Needed In Coffee County 


There's no place like home.. 
especially for children! However, 
when parents can’t give 
their children the love and care they 
need and deserve Foster Parents are 
needed! 

The need for foster parents ts a 
problem across the nation and the 
problem is very evident in Coffee 
County, where a total of 45 children 
are housed in 31 foster homes, and 
the need for additional homes is 
increasing daily 

‘We have very 


sometimes 


caring foster 
parents in Coffee County and they do 
a wonderful job with the children,”’ 
said County Pensions and Security 
Director Ron Smith, ‘‘but we need a 
variety of homes to better 
meet the needs of the children, 
Many of our foster homes are 
overused, but needed, because they 
will help whenever needed, while 
others are very selective on the type 
child they will take. There is so much 
of a need, We can't have too 
many people offering love and a 
home to children who need it so 
badly!’ 

Foster parents are people who 
will open their homes to children 


wider 


(ages infant to 16) who are unrelated 
to them, and while the length of stay 
at a foster home is determined by a 
judge, the leneth of time can vary 
trom six-months, to a couple of years 
to a lifetime. 

People wishing to become foster 
parents shouid contact the iocal 
Pensions and Security Department 
file an application, have physical 
space available and prove to be 
suitable parents. The P & S Depart- 
ment will conduct a family history of 
the applicant (medical and 
psychological) and will always try to 
make the environment as good as 
possible for both the child and foster 
family 

“The average foster child is a 
victim of abuse and neglect,’ stated 
Smith, ‘‘and with the approval of the 
juvenile court, our department 
gained the right to remove the child 
from the parent and place it in a 
foster home. All needs must be met 
prior to the placement. These 
children are not different, they are 
just victims of an emotional trauma 
through neglect or abuse in need of a 
loving, secure environment,” 

*Lconsider a foster parent to be a

professional counselor, as well as a 
caring person,’’ added Smith, “‘A 
foster parent must be able to 
communicate with its foster child 
and guide it in a way to enable it to 
live a happy and normal life.” 

The whereabouts of a foster child 
is kept anonymous to protect the 
foster parents and the child, and 
while parental visits may be allowed 
by the court in some cases, all visits 
will take place at the local P & §S 
office. Nothing is left to chance as far 
as the well being of all involved is 
concerned,
